THE WHITENED BONES AND UNBURIED CORPSES 
of Custer’s men ought to make the late Indian 
war too serious a subject for jest; yet Yorick 
himself could never have known a moro fruit- 
ful theme.

KILLED AND DEVOURED. 

Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 
*JANESVILLB, Wis., Sept. 4.—One of the most 
painful and sickening tragedies which ever oc- 
curred in this portion of Wisconsin blackened 
the day at Brodhead yesterday. The victim of 
this horrible tragedy was Mr. Jacob Ten Eyck, 
an old settler and a highly-respected resident of 
Green County. He left his house about 10 
o’clock in the morning, the family supposing 
that he had gone to one of the ncighbors.

The shuffling policy pursued by the Gas 
Companies has finally forced the Common 
Council to bring the matter of ‘reduction in 
the price of gas to a square issue. The 
action of the Cuuncil yesterday gives the 
Companies the choice of supplying the 
atreet- lamps and public buildings with gas at 
$1.50 per 1,000 cubic foot, or of ceasing al- 
together to sell gas to the city for street- 
lighting purposes. By a vote of 28 to 4 itis 
decided that unless the price is reduced 
to $1.50 all the existing contracts shall be 
abrogated, and oil substituted for gas in the 
stratt-lamps. Messrs. BLLwõ s and War- 
xrns will discover by this that the Common 
Council is very much in earnest about this 
gas question, and that they must either sub- 
mit to the reduction or leave the field to the 
oil men. 


ANOTHER CASE LOOKING LIKE PERJURY. 

When an effort is made to impeach the 
testimony of a witness in any trial at law, it 
is a common practice to take evidence as to 
‘his reputation for veracity, and a prima facie 
case of false swearing in the particular in- 
stance is always strengthened by reputation 
of false swearing in other instances. To the 
extent, therefore, that Mr. Tor may be 
shown to have contradicted himself in other 
matters, the contradiction of his two state- 
ments in regard to his income for the year 
1862 becomes more glaring and significant. 
His connection with the New York election 
frauds of 1868 furnishes new evidence that 
he has not always been strictly exact in his 
statements, even under oath. 

In the political debate in the closing days 
of Congress, Mr. Kasson dealt the Demo- 
cratic candidate some hard blows, and 
charged him with a responsibility for, or at 
least a knowledge of, the New York frauds 
on the ballot-box in behalf of Szyrmovz in 
1868.

A DEMOCRATIC FINANCIER. 

It happened more than once that AnpREwW 
Jounson, in discussing the public’ debt, in- 
sisted that the people had already paid off 
more than 100 per cent, and that the balance 
of the debt should be paid at their leisure. 
Mr..Senator McDownaxp, of Indiana, in a re- 
cent speech in that State, makes some equally 
remarkable calculations. Here is a sample: 

It may be safely stated that, if this law (the Re- 
sumption act) ehall continue in force, the volume 
of currency on the ist of January, 1870, of all 
classes, will not be one-fourth of the amount now 
outstanding; and the effect of thif law must be to 
quadruple the burden of the debtor class. So that 
he who has mortgaged hia house or his farm at one- 
third of its appraised value, for money to meet his 
liabilities or carry on his business, will find that 
property shrunk in value, by this rapid contraction 
of the currency, eo that, if he should fail to meet 
his obligations. it would not pay more than three- 
Saurths of his debt. 

The Resumption law, if there was the re- 
motest possibility of carrying it into execu- 
tion, provides thaton the let day of Jan- 
uary, 1879, the Treasury of the United States 
shall pay out coin in exchange for green- 
backs. In the extremest cage, the most ag- 
gravated result of such a proceeding would 
be that the greenbacks -and the National 
Bank notes would be worth 100 cents in coin 
where they are now worth 49 cents in gold. 
Mr. McDowauxp insists that at that time the 
amount of these notes will have so dimin- 
ished that only one-fourth of the present 
amount will be outstanding. No explanation 
is given as to what will become of them.

THE WAR. 
FRIDAY’S BATTLE BEFORE ALEXINAT2.* 

Lonpon, Sept. 4—A specfal to the Times 
from Belgrade indicates the crushing defeat 
aud thorough disorganization of Tvhernayeff's 
army. 

Taking advantage of the good will toward the 
English, inspired by the arrival of an ambulance 
corps, with acash fund of £10,000, the corre- 
spondent of the Times got tothe front in com- 
pany with a number of officers of the 
Geneva Cross, and was an eye-witness 
of most of the battle near Alexinatz on Friday. 
The battle commenced just as the party reached 
Alexinatz. The following are additional détails 
of the engagements: The battle was sustained 
uninterruptedly foreleven hours and à half, and 
was waged on ground which the Servians had 
made the strongest in all this country. It was 
a decisive encounter, long-looked. forward to, 
and was wanting in no feature that could im- 
part 


HORRIBLE GRANDEUR : 
to the struggle, on the one side for supremacy, 
and on the other for existence. The first shot 
was fired under our eyes just as we had passed 
Rubovista, a small village of a house or two, 


about 2 miles this side of Alexinatz. It came 


from a battery which the Turks had got into 
position on the heights about Kruse, which is 
southwest of Alexinatz, and it was followed by 
others at intervals of half a minute or so from 
the guns of the same battery, and a battery 
placed about half a mile further north. The 
Turks immediately appeared, beginning their 
movement to turn Tchernayeff’s right and cut 
off the communication of Alexinatz with Deli- 
grad. Hazardous as the design was it succecd- 
ed for some hours. The battle is dntirely be- 
tween artillery. The valley through which it is 
necessary that the Turks should pass to gain 
their object is guarded by two strong Servian 
batteries, against which the Turks directed the 
fire of three of their best batteries. The fight 
continued three hours, with no advantage to. 
either side. The Turks then 
REINFORCED THEIR ARTILLERY 


with three more batteries, and advanced, the 
fire becoming tremendous. The Servians make 
afine struggle and bring up another battery, 
but in spite of all their efforts the Turks stead- 
ily advance. In the meantime the Turkish 
infantry are busy. From Alexinatz the Servian 
infantry and cavalry hurry. out to meet their 
advance, and the storm of the battle begins in 
earnest.

Importers and the Government Involved in 
a Sweet Controvery. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasmitnoton, Sept. 4—Applications have re- 
cently been made to che Treasury Department 
by several sugar-importers of San Fran- 


Cisco asking if ifiyoices of sugar received from 
‘the Hawaiian Islands since Aug. 15, the date of 
the passage by Congress of the bill to regu 
late the Hawaiian Reciprocity Treaty. will 
be admitted free of duty. It seems that a num- 
ber of cargoes have already arrived, having been 
ordered in the on that Congress would 
act on the matter carlicr, and that at least the 
regulations would haye been promulgated by 
the State Department before this; but the im- 
porters were met with ademand for the usual 
customs duties. An attoruey here presented 
the questions, but was told that the 
importers might pay the duties under 
protest, if they so desired, thus reserving any 
rights they may be found to have, but payment 
is obligatory. Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
Conant stated that, as the law states specifically 
that on and after the promulgation by the Pres- 
ident of the acceptance by the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment of the regulations adopted, no du- 
ties shall be entorced against products of 
the Hawaiian group of islands imported into 
the United States, he does not see how 
auy products can be entered free or any claim 
accrue for duties paid on imports before the 
proclamation. The customs authorities scem 
to think that some minor regulations must be 
adopted to protect our revenue from traud in 
the smuggling under the treaty of sugar and 
various products from the Samoan, Phillipine, 
and other.groups of islands in the Pacific.

You are the grand inquest, 
and we can nothing here unless it is first pre- 
sented by an indictment, --the presentment coming 
from you. Your investigations, of course, are ex- 
arte. Under the law a person charged with crime 
as no right to have his witnesses presented 
to you; and for that reason Grand Juries 
should be very careful in making presentments and 
finding indictments, beeause, sometimes, one,
